Until  about  a  year  ago,  I  was,  like  most  collectors  of  officially  issued 
coinage,  disdainful  of  most  exonumia.  Then  I  began  acquiring  a  few  Hard  Times 
Tokens  as  an  adjunct  of  Large  Cent  Collecting.  Then  last  autunm  I  saw  an  ad 
for  an  elongated  Century  of  Progress  coin  which  was  rolled  on  a  1909-s  Lincoln 
Cent  at  a  price  of  $13.00  Preposterous,  I  thought.  Why  would  anyone  mash  flat 
such  a  scrace  coin?  But  a  little  futher  thought  suggested  that  it  might  have 
been  a  damaged  coin,  or  an  altered  coin.  Or  it  might  have  been  rolled  at  a 
time  when  1909-S  VDB 1 s  were  selling  slowly  at  .50$  each,  as  they  were  about  1939. 

Then  I  wondered,  what  had  the  reverse  of  the  coin  looked  like?  Could  it 
have  had  that  intriguiug  VDB  at  the  bottom?  It  could  have  been  pulled  out  of 
someones  pocket  at  the  CPIE  in  1933  or  1934.  So  much  f or" "what  might  have  been" 

Well,  I  ordered  the  elongated,  but  it  had  been  sold.  That  same  day  I  went 
to  a  bourse  where  dealer  friend  showed  me  a  batch  of  stuff  he'd  just  bought. 

There  were  some  Columbian  Exposition  Medals,  which  I  collect,  and  a  couple  of 
elongateds  of  1893.  I  bought  one  as  a  companion  piece  to  a  medal.  It  was 
rolled  on  a  cent  of  1889. 

That  was  my  first  elongate,  and  it  was  purchased,  as  I  might  say,  with 
my  left  hand. 


In  the  next  couple  months  I  bought  a  few  more  squashed  coins  commemorating 

fairs  and  expositions  to  expand  and  enrich  the  interest  in  the  medals  I  had. 

Then  I  saw  an  article  in"Coin  World"  about  TEC,  and  I  learned  it  means  "The

Elongated  Collector"  the  phrase  conjured  visions  of  stretched-out  numismatists, 
relaxed,  perhaps  slenderized. 

This  had  a  refreshing  aura  about  it.  Collectors  of  US  Federal  coinage 
hardly  furnish  an  image  of  relaxation.  It  is  rather  one  of  torment,  grading 
confusion,  and  high  prices,  even  bankruptcy.  Having  seen  the  ad  I  instantly 
fired  off  $5.00  to  Ray  Dillard  for  a  membership.  I  sent  a  money  order,  as  I 
sensed  that  he  did  not  want  filthy  US  currency  cluttering  up  his  home. 

Since  that  time  I  have  received  two  issues  of  the  "News"  and  I  have  had

some  good  reading  from  it.  Also  I  have  ordered  some  books,  items  from  the  Chet 
Rogers  estate,  and  various  elongates , al 1  in  one  way  or  anouther  through  the 
club.  I  have  now  read  "Yesterdays  Elongateds"  and  haying  read  the  Bert  Samsa's 
article  on  "Elongated  Reference  Material"  I  see  that  there  is  much  more  reading 
ahead  for  me.  If  I  can  find  the  books. 

Besides  elongates  of  Fairs  and  Expositions,  I  have  acquired  several 
numismatical ly-related  ones.  I  collect  rolled-outs  of  Coin  Clubs,  societies, 
associations,  and  personals.  These  have  become  a  fascinating  complement  to 
my  other  collecting  specialties,  which  are  primarily, 

US  Large  Cents,  Civil  War  Tokens,  and  Ancients. 

Specialists  in  these  series  don't  seem  to  hanker  after  elongates, 
but  I  understand  that  many  are  casting  about  for  something  to  collect  which 
will  not  drive  them  into  the  poorhouse. 

Maybe  I  can  spread  the  word  a  bit.

OIL  FIELD  SCENE 


This  article  is  about  one  of  my  more  interesting  Love 
Tokens  featuring  an  oil  field  scene'.  I  purchased  this  token 
at  Gordon's  Coin  &  Knife  Shop  in  Amarillo,  Texas  for  $10.00 
in  December  1986. 


The  token  has  a  reverse  showing  U.S.  quarter  dollar  of  1836 
to  1865  (no  rays)  vintage  and  shows  evidence  of  solder  spots  for 
a  pin.  The  obverse  has  a  scene  of  an  early  oil  well  rig  circa 
1860-1910.  I  had  the  coin  studied  by  Bennie  Wallace  of  Wallace 
Engineering,  Houston,  Texas.  Mr.  Wallace  declares  the  details 
in  the  token  scene  as  being  technically  accurate  for  that  period 
Bennie  reminds  me  that  oil  was  first  discovered  andproduced  in 
Texas  in  1895.  He  describes  the  engraved  scene  as  follows; 


The  building  on 
steam  is 


the  right  is  the  engine  house  where 
generated  to  operate  the  steam  engine  which 
provides  belt  transmitted  power  through  the  wall  of 
the  building  to  the  bull  wheel.  The, bull  wheel  is 
connected  off  center  to  the  walking  beam  which  in  thrn 
provides  the  up  and  down  motion  to  a  cable  connected  to 
the  down  hole  drilling  tool.  The  triangular  structure 
holding  the  walking  beam  is  known  as  the  Sampson  Post. 


The  up  and  down  motion  of  the  drilling  tool  plus  the 
weight  of  the  tool  loosens  the  dirt  down  hole  which  is 
retrieved  by  a  bucket  or  bailer.  In  those  days  a  well 
was  drilled  to  a  depth  of  approximately  25  to  100  feet. 
When  a  pocket  of  oil  was  reached,  the  oil  would  seep  or 
run  into  the  drill  hole. 


When  oil  was  reached  a  simple  plunger  type  pump  would  be 
placed  in  the  bottom  of  the  drill  hole.  A  pump  rod,  would 
be  attached  to  the  walking  beam,  which  would  give  the  up

and  down  pumping  action.

The  structure  over  the  well  is  a  wooden  derrick  and  was 
used  both  in  the  drilling  operation  and  later  to  service 
the  down  hole  pump.  The  rope  or  line  shown  dangling  on 
the  side  of  the  derrick  runs  through, the  sheave  or  pully 
at  the  top  of  the  derrick  and  was  used  to  pull  out  the 
drilling  tool  and  bailer,  then  later  to  pull  the  pump  rods 
and  downhole  pump  when  repairs  were  necessary.

ELONGATED  COINS 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  rolling  of  elongated  coins,  in  the 
United  States  began  at  the  World  Columbian  Exposition  held  in 
Chicago,  Illinois  in  1892-93.  Elongated  coins  are  coins  rolled 
through  hand  cranked  machines  consisting  of  reverse-engraved 
dies  cut  in  steel  rollers,  similar  in  concept  to  wringers  on  old 
fashioned  washing  machines.  Regular  coins  are  run  through  the 
rollers  under  tremendous  pressure,  which  presses  the  coin  into 

the  die  and  due  to,  the  pressure,  eJLongates  the  coin  in  the 
process.  '

Elongated  coins  come  '  in  all  denominations  with  the  one  cent 
piece  being  by  far  the  most  common.  It  is  not  illegal  to  make 
elongated  issues  on  U.S.  coins.  Although  SECTION  331,  TITLE  18 
of  the  U.S.  CODE  prohibits  the  fraudulent  alteration  and  mutila-^ 
tion  of  U.S.  coins,  the  status  does  not  prohibit  mutilation  of 
coins  if  done  without  fraudulent  intent  or  use. 


With  the  start  as  a  money  making  souvenir  at  world  fairs  or 
expositions,  the  elongated  coin  has  evolved  into  momentos  of 
most  any  event,  activity  or  topic.  Many  more  are  rolled  for  use 
as  store  or  personal  cards.  Prices  of  elongated  coins  vary 
depending  on  number  rolled,  age,  denominations,  popularity  of 
topic  or  event,  even  condition  of  the  coin.  Only  three  books  on 
elongates  which  catalog  and  provide  a  price  guide  have  been 
published,  however  the  more  common  and  numerous  elongateds  sell 
for  between  50b  and  $1.00.  It  is  estimated  there  are  a  thousand 
elongated  coin  collectors  with  large  general  collections,  and 

many  thousands  more  persons  collected  topical  or . specialty 

elongates. 


Older  elongated  coins  are  found  at  coin  shops  or  shows,  flea 
markets,  even  garage  sales.  Elongateds  are  rolled  and  sold  at 
many  events,  fairs,  shows  and  other  activities,  plus  used  as 
personal  or  store  cards.  Several  die  designers  and  engravers 
art  are  commercially  available  at  a  moderate  cost.  There  are 
over  100  active  "rollers"  in  the  U.S.  many  whom  will  roll  coins 
for  you  at  a  nominal  cost.  There  are  a  number  of  major  collec¬ 
tors  who  occasionally  publish  lists  of  elongated  coins  they  are 
willing  to  sell.  There  are  a  small  number  of  dealers  in 
Americana  Exonumia,  that  also  issue  catalogs  and  sell  elongated 
coins  by  mail  or  auction.
